Vigorous Marketing Can Win a Larger Share 


of Swiss Imports 


The following account of the Swiss Market in the 

context of the European Free Trade Association has 

been prepared by the Commercial Department of 
the British Embassy at Berne. 


N TERMS OF POPULATION Switzerland is one of the smaller 
[ec the United Kingdom’s six partners in EFTA; in terms of the 

importance of foreign trade and the level of the standard of living 
as a barometer for measuring purchasing power, she ranks with the 
most important. Of the other six members of the Association, only 
Denmark and Norway have fewer inhabitants than Switzerland’s 
5 million. But each of the 5 million Swiss consumes or uses about 
£122 worth of imported goods annually and only Norway tops

this figure with £133. If basic foodstuffs and raw materials are ex- 
cluded, and imports of manufactured goods only are considered, the 
picture remains much the same. Moreover, the Swiss are relatively 
wealthier than we are. The Swiss national income per head is about 
£480, whereas the equivalent figure for the United Kingdom is in 
the region of £350. It would be wrong, therefore, in assessing the 
value of the Swiss market to think primarily in terms of geographical 
area and size of population. The importance of foreign trade, par- 
ticularly imports, to the national economy and the spending power 
of the people, would be far better guides. And there is every evidence 
to show that with a continually expanding economy, purchasing power 
is rising with increased earnings and that with imports running 
currently at record levels, the Swiss will spend more and more of 
their money abroad. 


What will EFTA mean to British exporters and the Swiss market? 
Customs duties on Swiss imports from other members of the Seven 
(a few revenue duties excepted) were reduced by 20 per cent. on July 1, 
and there will be further cuts at regular intervals over the next ten 
years until the duties disappear entirely. Thus British exporters, in 
common with those of the other mémbers of the Seven, will be well 
placed to increase their sales to Switzerland. Three questions im- 
mediately suggest themselves: What sort of opportunities will this 
offer? Secondly, in what sectors will the opportunities be greatest? 
Thirdly, what is the best way to take advantage of them? 


Low Tariff Rate 


The first point to bear in mind is that Swiss tariffs are low; 
the rates in force until the end of 1959 were established in 1921, and, 
being based on weight and not on value, they depreciated steadily 
as prices rose. The new tariff, which came into force on January 1, 
1960, raised them by about 50 per cent. on average but they are still 
on the low side. 

Because Swiss tariffs are low, their reduction and eventual elimina- 
tion will make relatively little difference in the price to the Swiss 
buyer of imports from EFTA countries; and secondly, since Swiss 
industry has enjoyed only a moderate degree of protection in the past, 
the first reductions in duty will hardly be felt by Swiss manufacturers. 

Let us take a look at the pattern of Swiss imports in 1959:

The first salient fact is, therefore, that the Six and the United 
States between them supplied a very large proportion of Switzerland’s 
imports, and that of the Six, Western Germany was far and away the 
most important supplier. There have, of course, been several special 
factors in Germany’s favour, amongst which are the common frontier, 
abundant labour, surplus capacity and the use of the German language 
in a large part of Switzerland. But the chief reasons why, as compared 
with ourselves, Western Germany has done better in the Swiss market 
than before the war is because her prices are, on the whole, about

15 per cent. lower than our own and. because her marketing methods 
have been more aggressive. 


On this question of price, there will be cases where cuts in duty 
under EFTA should help our exporters; on the other hand, in many 
lines the incidence of duty is so small, as compared with the difference 
in price between British goods and other competing products on 
the Swiss market, that even the total elimination of duty is likely to 
have little effect on our sales. In any case, we shall have to wait some 
four or five years before the reductions in. duty wiil really begin to 
affect our prices, and at this stage many Swiss importers will not of 
their own accord be looking as far ahead as that. Many will also be 
hoping; before long to:see a closing of the gap. between the Seven and 
the Six,.and may well be reluctant at present to change their existing 
sources of supply if their only inducement is that British prices have 
become a little lower than they were. Moreover, manufacturers in 
non-EFTA countries may decide to cut their prices in order to ‘keep 
a foot in the door,’ in the hope that the widely desired ‘bridge’ between 
the Six and the Seven will in the end be built. 


The position might therefore be summed up as follows. EFTA 
will not change the picture overnight. Its effect will be gradual and 
in marty cases probably no more than marginal. If we are'to get'a bigger 
share of Switzerland’s imports, EF TA will not absolve us from the 
need to make a determined effort to meet price competition from. 
whatever source and to attack the market more vigorously than. we 
have done in the last five years. If we set our minds: to it, however, 
there is no reason why our present modest share of 7 per cent. of 
the Swiss market should not grow to at least 10 per cent.

The Embassy’s team consists of six officers in Berne, more or 
less fully engaged on export promotion work. Two of these are ex- 
perienced market officers with a roving commission spending nearly 
half their time outside the office on market research. A third is en- 
deavouring to place more information about British industry in the 
Swiss trade press. Two more are engaged on co-ordinating agency 
work. In addition, there are Consulates-General at Zurich and Geneva 
and a Consulate at Basle, where one or more officers are occupied 
wholly or part time with commercial work. Consular posts handle 
inquiries which require local knowledge, such as reports on local 
firms, the search for agents in their districts, etc., whereas matters 


and the final recommendation is based on the information they 
provide. Needless to say, there is close co-operation between our 
export promotion organization and the British Chamber of Commerce 
in Basle. 

Requests for market information affecting the country as a whole 
are handled by the Commercial Department in Berne who base their 
replies.on information provided by the market officers and by consular 
posts. In this way the whole country is effectively covered. 

In addition to ad hoc reports in reply to specific requests for market 
information, a certain number of extended market surveys (between 
four and six each year) are prepared by the market officers and re- 
printed in the Board of Trade’s Export Services Bulletin. 

As regards commercial publicity, the Commercial Department 
distributes British material obtained through the Central Office of 
Information to the Swiss technical press and keeps in close touch with 
editors of Swiss trade publications. They are glad to advise any 
British firm about technical publicity matters. 

These activities are being shaped to take special account of the 
export targets referred to earlier in this article. Thus some of them

will be the subject of full scale market surveys this year and a number 
of ‘miniature’ market surveys are also being prepared. 

To sum up, the Embassy export promotion organization in con- 
junction with consular posts performs the following tasks: 

(1) It finds Swiss agents for British firms, prepares reports on 

Swiss firms, etc. 

(2) It carries out ad hoc market research on request. 

(3) It prepares a number of full-length market surveys. 

(4) It supplies material to the Swiss technical press with a view to 
publicizing British technical achievements likely to interest 
Swiss firms. 

The association of Switzerland and the United Kingdom in EFTA 
offers special opportunities, which we have tried to indicate above, 
for an expansion of trade. July 1 has not passed unheralded; several 
Swiss newspapers have brought out supplements on EFTA countries 
(indeed, one is devoting an entire supplement to the United Kingdom 
alone) and Swiss Television are understood to be considering a special 
EFTA programme. The time is therefore propitious for British firms to 
step up their own efforts in the market at this particular juncture. 
They know the services we have to offer and the resources at our 
disposal; we shall respond to any additional effort on their part by 
intensifying our own endeavours.

Social Security Arrangement with Switzerland 
A NEW SOCIAL SECURITY agreement which the United Kingdom 
concluded last November with Switzerland has been ratified and 
came into force on July 1, 1960. This was announced by the Ministry 
of Pensions and National Insurance on June 30. It supplements the 
provisions of the existing agreement, which has been in force since 
June 1, 1954, and extends that agreement to Jersey. 

The Supplementary Agreement will enable United Kingdom nation- 
als to draw Swiss non-contributory pensions if they have lived in 
Switzerland for 15 years. The pensions will be payable from January 1, 
1959. The Supplementary Agreement also provides that people who 
are insured for sickness benefit in either country may qualify for

THE PRIME MINISTER is to address a meeting in the Hoare 
Memorial Hall, Church House, Westminster, on July 18. His 
audience, invited by the Federation of British Industries, the Associa- 
tion of British Chambers of Commerce and the National Union of 
Manufacturers, will comprise some 400 representatives of industry 
and commerce from all parts of the United Kingdom. The theme of 
Mr. Macmillan’s speech will be the contribution which exports make 
to the country’s economy and to its role in the world. 


Record Number of Tourists in April 


BRITAIN’S tourist industry, which has made a yearly habit of 
breaking records ever since the world-wide ‘Come to Britain’ cam- 
paign was launched in 1947, is having its ‘busiest, most successful year 
ever’, says the British Travel and Holidays Association: 117,500 
tourists from abroad arrived in this country in April —an increase 
of 37 per cent. over the same month last year. 

‘Every country registered a substantial increase on the month,’ 
said a London spokesman of the Association. ‘In fact, the total 
number of visitors from European countries was up by 60 per cent. 
on April, 1959.’ European visitors numbered 59,000, compared to 
37,000 last year. Countries showing the largest percentage increases 
were France (132), Belgium (69), > Camamne (51) and Holland (51). 
Arrivals from the United States during April totalled 28,020, com- 


pared with 21,590 last year. This represented an increase of 30 per 
cent. 


The B.T.H.A. spokesman added: “The remarkable rise in traffic 
is partly attributable to the changed date of Easter, which took place 
in April this year and March last year. But traffic so far this year is 
much heavier than in 1959. Nearly 300,000 visitors arrived during 
the first four months of 1960 — and that is about 20 per cent. more 
than in the same period last year’. 


Commonwealth Technical Training Week 


Prizes of £100, £50 and £25 are being offered by the organizers 
of the Commonwealth Technical Training Week for a symbol to 
express the aims of this Week. This symbol will be used throughout 
the extensive publicity that is being planned and the winning design 
will be chosen on behalf of the organizers by a panel of experts. 

The Duke of Edinburgh, as President of the City and Guilds of 
London Institute, who are responsible for the central administration 
of the Week, has approved the dates of the Week in the United King- 
dom as being from Monday, May 29, to Sunday, June 4, 1961. It is 
hoped that so far as possible the same dates will be chosen in other 
parts of the Commonwealth. 

The competition is open to all past and present students of technical 
colleges and colleges of art who are under the age of 25 on 
September 3, 1960, the closing date of the competition. Further 
particulars can be obtained from the City and Guilds of London 
Institute, 76 Portland Place, London, W.1. 


Double Taxation Convention between United 
Kingdom and Italy 


A DOUBLE TAXATION Convention between the United Kingdom 
and Italy was signed in London on July 4. The Convention which is 
subject to ratification, provides for the avoidance of double taxation of 
income and profits, and is expressed to take effect in the United 
Kingdom from April 6, 1956. 


The Convention is in general similar to those which the United 
Kingdom has already made with a number of other European 


countries. The full text will be published shortly by H.M. Stationery 
Office. 


Second British Computer Society Conference 


NEARLY 400 DELEGATES attended the second annual British Com- 
puter Society conference at Harrogate from July 4 to 7. They 
represented nearly all European countries, Russia, the United States 
and Canada as well as the United Kingdom. 

During the conference papers were given on electronic computing 
techniques and their application by leading authorities in the fields of 
commerce, industry and science.

The C.R.O. announcement adds that the current year, 1960-61, is 
the final year of India’s Second Five-Year Plan. The consortium 
met in August 1958 and March 1959. Following the first of these 
meetings the United Kingdom Government made a loan to India of 
£284 million (in addition to accelerating pensions repayments of 
£10 million); and, following the second, a loan of £19 million. "The. 
Siat lowh teas beans filly Geol end the atocenl le x daeseis Of Nien 
used. Both have been available to finance a broad range of India’s 
payments for United Kingdom goods and services. 

In addition, in 1958 the United Kingdom Government made a 
loan of £15 million towards the construction of the Durgapur ste¢el- 
works, and in 1959 a loan of £3 million towards an oil pipeline in 
Assam, both of Gort loans being in supplementation private 
finance from the United Kingdom for these projects. Thus, commenc- 
ing in 1958, and including the new loan of £10 million now announced, 
H.M. Government has provided loans totalling £754 million to the 
Government of India. All these loans are made under Section 3 of 
the Export Guarantees Act. 


Overseas Delegates See G.P.O. Mechanized 
Equipment 


EIGHT FIRMS staged a display of British postal mechanization 
equipment at Eastbourne for delegates from 20 countries invited 
to a conference of the Universal Postal Union’s Management Council 
of the Consultative Committee for Postal Studies from June 27 to 
July 9. The exhibition, staged at the invitation of the United Kingdom 
General Post Office, who are hosts to the conference, was held 
from July 5 to July 7. 

Mr. John Geddes, of Elliott Brothers (London) Ltd., organizers 
of the exhibition, said the eight firms combined under the title of 
the Manufacturers of British Postal Equipment, offered an integrated 
range of automatic mail handling equipment which would enable 
mail to be sorted and distributed with a minimum of human inter- 
vention. 

Brigadier K. S. Holmes, Director of Postal Services in the G.P.O., 
said that Britain led the world in automatic mail handling, and that 
the G.P.O. would gain royalties from sales abroad of British equip- 
ment. Conference delegates were shown new handling equipment 
at work at the Southampton and Luton sorting offices during their 
Stay in Britain.

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1,400 Machines at the Machine Tool Exhibition 


ANY NEW APPLICATIONS of techniques and refinements of 
recent developments were seen among the 1,400 machines, 
weighing a total of about 8,000 tons, exhibited at the Inter- 
national Machine Tool Exhibition, 1960, which closes at Olympia, 
London, today.

Committee eee its long history, it has been the aim 
of the Beith mn machine tool to provide the very best equip- 
ment for its customers and the M.T.T.A. plays its own part in this 
important function by presenting every four years this truly inter- 
national exhibition of the finest and most up-to-date machines in 
the world.’ 

The exhibition was certainly international for some 300 foreign 
manufacturers from 12 countries—from the United States in the 
west to Poland in the east — displayed products. 

Space precludes us from mentioning more than a few of the exhibits 
and their manufacturers. 


An effective display idea was provided by M.T.E. Ltd., 
of Leigh-on-Sea, Essex, one of the smaller exhibitors, who make 
electric control gear. They had built a push-button machine which 
played noughts and crosses. Visitors were invited to play the machine, 
the noughts and crosses appearing in red and green on a frosted glass 
screen. It was possible to draw with but not to beat the machine, 
which was designed to show the ability of the firm’s engineers in 
working out a complicated sequence control, and the adaptability of 
M.T.E. components. These are embodied in plant built and exported 
by many of Britain’s major machine tool and electrical equipment 
manufacturers. The firm also export direct to Canada and other 
Commonwealth countries and are about to try to break into the 
United States market. 


A fully operational standard 10 cwt. motorized hoist unit fitted 
with a Newman brake motor and an electronic timing device to 
measure the effectiveness of the brake was the main feature of the 
Newman Industries Ltd., exhibit. The electronic machine demon- 
strated the stopping time of the Felco hoist and also the efficiency of 
the brake, which incorates a disc type electro-magnet. The range was 
increased recently from fractional to 15 h.p. to fractional to 40 h.p. 


Featured on the Desoutter Bros. Ltd., stand was a complete range 
of portable pneumatic and electric power tools. These included 
tools for drilling, screwdriving, nutrunning and grinding, both in 
conventional form and for special applications. One of the newest 
was a semi-automatic multiple stud runner — of particular interest 
to the automobile industry. 


The firm claim that over half of the output of portable pneumatic 
and electric tools since 1946 have been sold overseas. These tools 

are exported to 55 different countries, not only to the industrial centres 
of United States, Russia and Western Europe, but to small factories 
and workshops in such places as British Guiana, Iceland, Mauritius, 
Madeira, Trinidad and Hong Kong. 

An important feature on the Brookhirst Igranic stand was the new 
high speed milling machine gear box working in association with 
B.H.I. controls, Midgeley & Sutcliffe have manufactured the gear 
box exhibit and incorporated in it Brookhirst Igranic multi disc 
electro magnetic clutches. Another new product on show was the 
B.H.1. disc brake. This was designed principally for machine tool 
application and had spigots and fixings that conformed to N.E.M.A. 
specification. 

On view for the first time in this country was a full range of the 
Morrisfiex-Hammond automatic polishing machinery. It is manu- 
factured under licence from Hammond Machinery Builders Inc., 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, United States, by the Hammond Division of 
the Morrisflex Group at their Coventry works. It is claimed that at 
least half of the plated and stainless steel parts on motor cars in this 
country, such as bumper bars, window frames, etc., are now being 
polished on Morrisflex- d machines. 






An $S.3 Multiform — latest and largest addition to the well known 
Heenan range of automatic wire and strip forming machines — was 
shown for the first time by Heenan & Froude Limited, of Worcester. 


The 8.3, specifically designed for the economical and high-speed 
production of heavier and more complex strip components, is capable 
of manufacturing these to a blank length of 12 ins,, a maximum width 
of 3 ins. and up to 3/32 in, thick at speeds ranging from 40 to 120 
pieces per minute. 

A new large dynamic balancing machine, which checks the degree 
of unbalance in high-speed turbines, large armatures and other rotors 
up to 250 Ibs. in weight, was shown for the first time by E.M.I. 
Electronics Ltd. The use of a new type transducer and a new technique 
in cradle suspension enables a bearing displacement of 8 micro-inches 
(0-2 micron) to be readily detected. A new-style extendable base 
mounting permits wide variation in sizes of rotors which can be 
balanced. Increased production speeds are obtained by a new form 
of automatic belt tension device, being used for the first time. This 
is claimed to be the most accurate balancing machine at the price 
on the market. 


Bridges of London presented their extended range of ‘More 
Power’ industrial tools, made possible by the increased production 
space available at the company’s new riverside production plant 
at Battersea. In addition to the wide range of drill guns, the company 
showed a range of special purpose tools; pipe dies; 16 gauge shears; 
7 in. double-ended bench grinder; portable router; orbital sander; and 
other special purpose tools including belt sanders, chain mortisers 
and a universal woodworker. 

On show for the first time was the Ashcombe Industrial Airoto, 
marketed in Europe by W. J]. Meddings Limited, of Slough, specialists 
in drilling and tapping heads and machines, multi-spindle drills and 
special purpose machines. The spindle speed (in excess of 300,000 
r.p.m.) of this air driven instrument — which is perhaps the most 
accurate way to describe this high precision tool—develops the 
efficiency of small carbide burrs at a speed which has hitherto been 
unobtainable. Because of its compact size — it is only 3 in. in diameter 
and 1 in. long with a carbide burr in the chuck — it can operate in 
very restricted spaces and through narrow openings. 


A multi-purpose, electronically-controlled drilling-boring-milling 
machine, capable of machining complex workpieces from start to 
finish without the attention of an operator, was shown by James 
Archdale & Co. Ltd., a subsidiary of the Staveley Coal & Iron Co. 
Ltd. The Archdale ‘Autonomic’ operates completely from instructions 
coded on punched tape. Not only do the table and spindle head 
automatically move in the appropriate directions for each operation, 
but the complete machining cycle — including changes of tools, spindle 
speeds and feed rates — is performed automatically. ~ 


Three years’ work by scientists and engineers at the Staveley 
Research Department at Clapham, near Bedford, led to the Archdale 
‘Autonomic’ being shown at the exhibition. Set up in 1957, the 
centre is claimed to be the only industrial research establishment 
working on machine tools in Britain. Accurate linear measurement 
and adjustment to fine limits is one of the major problems of machine 
tool work. For the first time in this country, the firm say, a new 
method of using optical gratings has been applied commercially to 
machine tools. This not only permits the easy attainment of great 
positional accuracy, but also facilitates automatic control. The device 
employs a static method of scanning the pattern obtained by the 
interaction of two optical gratings and by this means it is possible to 
achieve a fine accuracy with a coarse and relatively cheap grating. 

Exhibits on the Ferranti stand were confined to the company’s 
co-ordinate inspection machine which provided a rapid means of 
inspection of machined work-pieces to an accuracy of 0-001 in. This 
machine utilizes transistorized electronic counting circuits and optical 


measuring gratings to inspect machined parts by the co-ordinate 
method. 


Inspection times can be greatly reduced by the use of this machine. 
In one instance, a component which took one hour to inspect by 


conventional methods was inspected in 10 minutes, showing a saving 
of 6:1 in favour of the co-ordinate inspection machine.

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Reorganization Schemes for the Cotton Industry 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that the following Draft Orders 
were laid before Parliament under Section 1 (9) of the Cotton Industry 
Act, 1959, on June 30, 1960:

Scheme (Confirmation) Order, 1960. 


The purpose of the Orders, which require to be approved by 
resolution of each House, is to confirm and thereby bring into effect 
the reorganization schemes for the finishing sections of the cotton 
industry. These Schemes, which are set out in the Schedules to the 
respective Orders, have been prepared by the Cotton Board under 
Section 1 of the Cotton Industry Act, 1959, and provide for the pay- 
ment of compensation for the elimination of excess capacity in the 
finishing section. 

Similar schemes for the spinning, doubling and weaving sections 
of the cotton industry came into operation on July 30, 1959. Subject 
to the approval of Parliament, the present schemes are expected to 
come into operation on August 1, 1960.

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Lower Sales by Durable Goods Shops in May 


INAL calculations show that retail sales as a@ whole were fairly 

well maintained in May, at about the high level of recent months. 
“ Sales by durable goods shops, in the first full month after the 
introduction of hire-purchase restrictions (as from April 29), were 
significantly lower, but sales by clothing and footwear shops were 
at a high level. 

The index of total sales (seasonally adjusted) was 111* for May, 
the same as for March and April , and compared with 110 
for the three months December-February and 108 in the three months 
before that. In relation to a year earlier, sales in May were only 2 per 
cent. higher, but May last year included the whole of the Whitsun 
trade, In March-April (thus including Easter both last year and this), 
sales were 4 cent. higher than a year earlier, the same increase as 
in January-February and the fourth quarter last year. Prices in May 
(for the retail trade statistics coverage) are estimated to have been 
slightly higher than a year earlier, leaving most of the value increase

attributable to a greater volume of sales. In April prices were slightly 
lower than a year earlier and in the first quarter they were lower by 
about 1 per cent., so that there were substantial volume increases 
in those periods. 

Sales by durable goods shops in May were 6 per cent. lower than 
a year , a8 against an increase of 2 per cent. in April. (In the 
first quarter sales were as much as 9 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier but in the first quarter of 1959 trade tended to be somewhat 
restrained prior to the Budget). The statistics of hire-purchase and 
credit trade, discussed elsewhere im this week’s Board of Trade 
Journal, indicate that sales on hire-purchase and credit terms fell. 
away sharply in May; cash trade appears to have been maintained. 

A lower level of sales in May was reported by each of the two main 
categories of shop within the durable goods sector, although sales by 
furniture were affected to a lesser extent than sales by ‘other 
durable shops’ (the group comprising radio and electrical 
goods shops, radio and cycle, etc., shops and electricity and gas show- 
rooms); sales by furniture shops in May were 2 per cent. less than a 
year earlier, com with an increase of 4 per cent. in April, while 
sales by other durable goods shops were 11 per cent. lower, as against 


* The figure for total sales, as finally calculated, is somewhat lower than 
the provisiona] calculations, issued last month, s ted; the seasonally 
adjusted index is a little over 111 (as against 112-113 in the provisional 
calculation) and the increase on a year earlier is slightly under 2} per cent.

no change in April. Furniture shops deal mainly in goods for which 
the minimum hire-purchase deposit is 10 cent., while s in 
the other durable goods category deal mainly in goods for which the 
minimum deposit is 20 per cent. In the sharp increase in sales which 
followed the lifting of hire-purchase restrictions in the autumn of 

1958, furniture shops showed a smaller rise than did the other durable 
goods shops category. The reduction in sales in May was most marked 
in the case of the multiple retailers, whose trade includes a particularly 
high ion of on hire-purchase and credit terms. Prices 
of durable goods in May were little different from those of a year 
earlier so that the decrease in the value of sales represents also a 
decrease in volume. In April, with prices again little different from 
a year earlier, the small increase in was wholly attributable to 
a greater volume of sales, and in the first quarter, with prices some 
2 to 3 per cent. lower, the increase in the volume of sales was greater 
than that indicated by the value figures. 

Sales by clothing and footwear shops in May were at a high level 
and exceeded by 4 per cent. the high level of a year earlier, when 
sales showed a sharp increase owing to the combined effect of Whitsun 
buying and unusually fine weather. In March-April (thus including 
Easter in both years) the increase on a year earlier was 8 per cent., 
which compares with a similar increase of 8 per cent. in January-

February and 6 per cent. in the fourth quarter of 1959. The buoyant 
trade in May was shared by all three main kinds of business in the 
clothing and footwear sector; sales by women’s wear shops were 
6 per cent. higher than a year earlier and men’s wear shops were 4 per 
cent. higher, while footwear shops equalled the exceptionally high 
figure of a year earlier (sales by footwear shops in May 1959 were as 
much as 21 per cent. than in the previous year). Prices of 


clothing and footwear as a whole in May continued to be between 
1 and 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier although prices of footwear 
alone were again higher by about 5 per cent. 


Sales by food shops in May were about 2 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier, the same as the average increase for the first four months 
of the year. Food prices in May were only slightly lower than a year 
earlier, however, after being about 2 per cent. lower in each of the 
earlier months of the year. 


Notes 
Kind of business statistics 

(i) These statistics are based on returns from independent retailers 
(organizations, other than co-operative societies and general depart- 
ment stores, with one to nine branches), multiple retailers (organiza- 
tions, other than co-operative societies and general department 
stores, with 10 or more branches), retail co-operative societies and 
general department stores. 


For independent retailers, multiple retailers and general department 
stores the figures are based on the total sales, of all types of goods, by 
each shop and therefore represent the trend of sales in specified 
kinds of business. Co-operative societies report their sales on a 
departmental basis and a department’s sales are assigned to the most 
closely corresponding kind of business heading. 


(iii) Multiple retailers and co-operative societies report sales for all 
branches open in the sales period, so that, in respect of these two 
forms of organization, the statistics take account of changes in the 
number of shops, e.g. the opening of new shops or the closing or 
disposal of existing shops. In the case of independent retailers and 
general department stores, however, sales are generally reported 
for individual establishments and no reliable measures of change in 
the number of shops is available on the basis of which an adjustment 
might be made. 


(iv) A description of the series, based on 1957 = 100, was given in the 
Board of Trade Journal of February 6, 1959. 


Department stores — supplementary analyses by departments 
(i) These supplementary statistics are derived from returns of sales 
dissected into commodity groups made by general department stores, 
and also some large independent drapers and furniture shops. 
(ii) Their construction, based on 1957 = 100, is described in the Board 
of Trade Journal of February 6, 1959. 


Footnotes to Tables

growth of hire-purchase business in May. Total hire-purchase 
sales dropped slightly (3 per cent.) below last year’s level after 
having been 18 per cent. higher in January-April. 

The growth of debt was approximately halved in May — the increase 
was £15 million compared with £29 million in April. Probably for 
timing reasons the figures of debt returned by firms in May do not 
yet fully reflect the reduction which took place in their new business. 


Household goods shops experienced more of a check to their 
business than finance houses and starting from a less buoyant level 
(hire-purchase sales of shops in January-April were 2 per cent. 
above a year ago) were in May well down on last year’s level (23 per 
cent.). New credit extended by finance houses was still slightly up 
on last year’s level (4 per cent.) after having been well up (26 per cent.) 
in January-April. 


Te RESTRICTIONS introduced at the end of April checked the 


Household Goods Shops 


The downturn of business was sharper for the hardware group of 
shops, selling cookers, washing machines, refrigerators, television 
sets, etc., and particularly for radio and electrical goods shops, than 


for the furniture group. Hire-purchase sales of the hardware, etc. 
group dropped from a level 3 per cent. above a year ago in January- 
April to 29 per cent. below a year ago in May. The corresponding 
change for furniture shops was from 1 per cent. below in January- 
April to 18 per cent. below in May.

Finance Houses 


The most marked downturn in the new business of finance houses 
was in used cars; new credit for these was 13 per cent. down on a 
year ago in May after having been 25 per cent. up in January-April. 
There was also a slowing down of business in new cars, motor cycles 
and commercial vehicles (although the restrictions did not in general 
apply to capital goods, they covered light vans which are included 
in the figures for commercial vehicles). Farm and industrial equipment 
were outside the scope of the restrictions and business in these con- 
tinued active. 


As was to be expected, with the introduction of statutory minimum 
deposits rather smaller amounts were advanced on agreements for 
motor vehicles in May (Table 5). Part of the reduction may, however, 
be due to some switching towards less expensive purchases under the 
stricter credit terms.

PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES of the summary balance of payments for 
the first quarter of 1960, are shown in the table below, together with 
estimates for the previous four quarters (in a few cases revised) 
and figures for the years 1957 to 1959. 

The change in the external monetary position was favourable to the 
extent of £22 million compared with an improvement of £54 million 
in the first quarter of 1959. There was an increase of £16 million in the 
reserves together with a fall of £32 million in the overseas sterling 
holdings, partly offset by an adverse movement of £26 million in other 
monetary movements. The fall of £32 million comprised: a fall of 
£17 million in the sterling holdings of the non-territorial organizations 
(£15 million of which reflected repayment to the I.M.F.); a rise of 
£19 million in those of non-sterling countries; and a fall of £34 
million in those of the countries of the rest of the sterling area. 

The balance on visible trade is estimated as a surplus of £3 million 
compared with a deficit of £17 million in the preceding quarter and 
also in the first quarter of last year. Payments for imports rose by 


£108 million between the first quarter of 1959 and the corresponding 
quarter of 1960, but receipts from exports and re-exports rose even 
more, by £128 million. This is a more favourable comparison than that 
suggested by the Trade Accounts figures, which differ significantly in 
coverage and timing. 


Government net invisible expenditure was £19 million greater 
than a year earlier, but the net surplus on other invisible items was 
£26 million higher so that overall net invisible income increased by £7 
million. The identified balance on current account therefore was a 
surplus of £46 million compared with a surplus of £19 million a 
year before. 


Government and official lending abroad came to £16 million net 
in the first quarter, much the same as a year earlier. It is too soon, 
however, to estimate the item ‘Other long-term capital (net)’. The 
residual ‘figure for this item and the balancing item taken together 
was minus £8 million.

Big Canadian Orders for United Kingdom Steel 


Canadian orders totalling about $1,500,000 for British steel were 
recently announced by British companies. One of the orders, valued 
at nearly $1 million, was for 6,650 tons of eight inch by eight inch 
broad flange steel beams for tunnels in the South Saskatchewan Dam. 
This went to the South Durham Iron and Steel Co. Ltd., of 
Middlesbrough, and the steel has already been shipped. Two other 
contracts, totalling about 500,000 dollars, were for bearing and sheet 
piles for the construction of a new wharf at Port Arthur, Ontario. 
One of these was awarded to Dorman Long & Co. Ltd., of Middles- 
brough who stated that they have started shipment of 2,700 tons of 
12 inch by 12 inch universal column bearing piles to Port Arthur, 
and the other to Appleby-Frodingham Steel Co. of Scunthorpe, who 
have also started shipment of 970 tons of number two section sheet 
piling. All three orders were won in the face of world-wide competition. 


Telephone Equipment for Australia 


An order for £500,000 worth of telephone equipment has been 
received by A.E.I. Telecommunications Division from the Australian 
Post Office. It involves supplying trunk telephone switching equip- 
ment and voice-frequency signalling equipment for the already 
highly developed Australian automatic trunk switching system in 
New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland, South and Western 
Australia and Tasmania. Delivery will start with large quantities of 
equipment early in 1961. Altogether the apparatus will incorporate 
nearly 10,000 relay sets of various types and approximately 3,000 
motor uniselector switches. This £500,000 order represents a con- 
siderable expansion of the Australian trunk telephone system which 


is recognized as among the most modern and efficient in operation 
today. 


Patrol Launches for Iraqi Ports 


Valuable contracts have been placed with the Thornycroft Organiza- 
tion by the Iraqi Ports Administration. Eight patrol boats of 36 ft. 
in length are in course of construction. A further order for four 
21 ft. pilot despatch launches has been received. Propelling machinery 
for the larger craft will comprise a Thornycroft type RZ. 6 diesel 
engine of 125 b.h.p., and for the smaller boats a Thornycroft type 
RTR/4/2 diesel unit of 40 b.h.p. The total value of the order amounts 
to approximately £75,000.

Overhead Equipment for Indian Railway Board 


A further contract for the supply and installation of overhead 
equipment for 25kV 50 cycles A.C. railway electrification has been 
awarded to the B.I.C.C. Group by the Indian Railway Board. This 
job is valued at £1,200,000 and covers some 300 track miles of the 
Eastern Railways system. The route to be equipped is on the main 
line from Delhi to Calcutta and lies between Gaya and Moghalsarai. 
It forms part of the second phase of the Indian Railway Board’s 
electrification programme and is to be ready for use by July 1961. 
The equipment will be similar to that at present being installed by 
the B.I1.C.C. Group for the South Eastern Railway, the order for 
which was announced in December 1958. Such rapid progress was 
made on that scheme that it was possible for a section of the line to 
be energized only 12 months later so that an electric locomotive 
could make a demonstration run for delegates attending a meeting 
of the International Railway Congress Association. Both contracts 
were secured in the face of “i international competition. 


South Africa’s First Commercial Computer Service 


The first commercial computer service in South Africa is to be set 
up in Johannesburg by a new company, Leo Computer Services 
(Proprietary) Ltd., established by Leo Computers, of London, and 
Rand Mines Ltd., ‘and will be operating by April 1962. The installa- 
tion, costing over £3 million, will comprise a Leo III Computer, the 
advanced all-transistor model which was recently announced, and 
will be equipped with a very large magnetic core storage system to 
facilitate the automatic handling of complex commercial problems. 
Input to the system will be by photo-electrically read paper tape 
and punched cards, and output by paper tape, punched cards and a 
high-speed printer operating at 50,000 lines an hour. Very high-speed 
multiple magnetic tapes with immediate automatic checkback will 
provide intermediate storage. In addition to operating the Johannes- 
burg Service Bureau, the new company will market Leo 
in South and Central Africa, including the Rhodesias and the 
Portuguese territories adjoining. It will also provide a maintenance 
service to purchasers of Leo installations.

Great Britain and the Common Market 


In reply to a question on what progress had been made towards the 
entry of Great Britain into the European Common Market, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, Minister of State, said: “The subject of the long-term relations 
between countries of the European Free Trade Association and the 
European Economic Community remains on the Agenda of the Trade 
Committee in Paris, but no Progress can be made until there is a 
general desire for a negotiation.’ 


GATT Standing Council 

A member asked why H.M. Majesty’s Government concurred in 
the decision made at Geneva by the contracting parties to the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade to establish a standing council and 
to enlarge its secretariat; what advantage to the United Kingdom was 
expected; and for an assurance that no extra public charge would 
result, 

In reply, Mr. F. J. Erroll said that the Government concurred in 
the decision to establish a Council because they believed that the 
present-day problems of international trade required closer and more 


continuing attention than the Contracting Parties could'give to them 
in two short Sessions each year. The effective application of the 
GATT which the establishment of the Council was designed to 
facilitate was to the advantage of the United Kingdom in view of her 
ence on international trade. The Secretariat would need to 
be strengthened to deal with the increased work falling upon it inde- 
pendently of the establishment of the Council and this would result 
in some increase in the contribution from the United Kingdom.

‘In addition, two applications for further assistance under Section 27 
of the Act have been granted in respect of projects in the North 
Western Region but not in a development district.’ 

The President was asked two questions regarding the increase of 
assistance offered to industries expanding “1 the North-East of 
England, to compensate for the restriction of credit. 

Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, said in reply: ‘Within 
the powers conferred on the Government by the Local Employment 
Act my purpose is to assist industry to expand in development 
districts in the North East and elsewhere. I certainly do not intend to 
operate those powers more restrictively as a result of the measures 
recently announced.’ 


Rise in H.P. Debt Per Head 

In reply to a question about the rise in hire-purchase debt, Mr. John 
Rodgers said that there was no separate information for the different 
regions of the country; but for the country as a whole hire-purchase 
debt per head of population rose about 40 per cent. between May 1959 
and May 1960. 


Effects of Nuclear Power Programme 


Asked if an assessment had been made of the effects of Command 
Paper No. 1083 on the nuclear power industry; to what extent the 
mdustry’s manpower would be run down; and to what extent he 
estimated that joining EURATOM would offset this deferment of 
acceleration, Mr. John Rodgers replied: “There will be some com- 
pensation for the rephasing of the nuclear power programme by the 
increase in the conventional programme. My right hon. Friend is 
discussing the effects of these adjustments with the plant manufac- 
turers. It is unlikely that joining EURATOM would materially affect 
the size of the industry during the next few years.’ 


Motor-Car Industry in Scotland 


The President was asked if he would make a statement regarding 
the negotiations, ‘in which his department is engaged, for the estab- 
lishment of a motor-car industry in Scotland by the Rootes group.’ 

Mr. John Rodgers said in reply that the negotiations had been 
carried a long way and the President hoped that they would be 
successfully concluded shortly. They were, of course, confidential 
and he could not make any further statement on them.

Vegetable Oils and Oilseeds, 1960 


The world supply of vegetable oils resumed an upward trend in 
1959, reaching, according to estimates included in the 1960 issue of 
the Commonwealth Economic Committee’s annual review entitled 
“Vegetable Oils and Oilseeds, 1960’, a total of 15-9 millions tons, 
some 7 per cent. greater than in the previous year. The rise in pro- 
duction of edible oils, particularly soya bean oil, has been a feature of 
recent years, but the output of the palm crops (i.e. the edible-industrial 
oils) has declined since 1956 as the consequence of the fall in world 
copra harvests, while output of industrial oils, of which linseed is 
by far the most important, has fluctuated fairly widely in recent years, 
showing in fact a considerable recovery in 1959. Commonwealth 
countries accounted for 23 per cent. of the world supply of vegetable 
oils in 1959, about the same proportion as in other recent years.

The 
Poznan International 
1960 Fair

HE 29TH IN THE series of annual in- 
ternational trade fairs at Poznan, and the 
tenth since the war, was held from June 
12 to 26. The fair continues to grow in 
size and scope. The 25-acre exhibition site, 
15 acres of which are covered, was fully 
occupied, and the fair as a whole was on a 
rather bigger and better scale than last year. 


It was a comprehensive fair, open to all comers and all kinds of 
goods. The Polish exhibits occupied some two-fifths of the entire 
space and covered the whole range of Polish production. There were 
the traditional food and agricultural products, textiles, leather, glass, 
ceramics, and handicraft goods, but what struck the foreign observer 
was the tremendous growth of Polish industry shown by the extent 
and diversity of the Polish-made machinery and equipment. In a 
dozen large pavilions and extensive uncovered areas were shown 
Polish machinery, railway equipment, agricultural tractors and 
machinery, industrial plants and machine tools, chemicals, electrical 
and electronic apparatus and consumer durables. The main interest 
of this for the British observer is that all this growing industry calls 
for ever more highly-developed machinery, materials and technical 
‘know-how,’ for much of which the Poles readily look to Britain. 


The fair was an international one and the flags of 56 countries 
taking part blew at the entrance. Some of these had only a token 
representation, but 28 had organized national pavilions. The states 
of Eastern Europe (though not, this year, the Chinese People’s 
Republic) were present on the usual scale. The U.S.S.R., Poland’s 
largest trading partner, had a spacious pavilion with a model and 
photographs of the moon, in place of last year’s Sputnik, and a 
representative display of machinery, motor cars, medical equipment, 
consumer goods and tasteful craft wares. East Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia were similarly represented on a somewhat smaller scale. 
Among the Western countries, the German Federal Republic had 
much the largest and most comprehensive display, evidence of the 
strong drive which Western Germany, although it has no official 
relations with Poland, is making to retain and increase its formerly 
traditional hold on the Polish market. The United States was again 
occupying its own specially-built pavilion with a mixed display, with 
emphasis on agriculture and consumer goods and services. Among 
West European countries, all of whom were represented, Sweden 
and Italy had particularly well laid out displays, the latter with a 
complete working flour mill. 


The United Kingdom Pavilion and its extensive outside display 
area contained 37 industrial exhibitors representing well over 100 
firms. ‘The Pavilion was not one of the largest in the fair but, perhaps 
even more than in past years, it contained, in a compact space, a 
wealth of machinery, equipment and materials of direct interest to 
Polish industry. The exhibits included textile machinery, chemicals, 
internal combustion engines, filters, handling equipment, mining 
machinery, leather and paper machinery, computers and other 
electronic equipment and so on. The outside area was spacious and 
equally well packed with vehicles, construction equipment, agricultural 
machinery, navigational instruments, industrial control instruments, 
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Visitors to the British Official Stand 


topped by a crane which towered above the whole fair, with the 
Polish and British flags flying from it. 


Most of the United Kingdom exhibitors were regular comers to 
the fair, and old hands in trading with Poland. There were five firms 
exhibiting for the first time with vacuum and dust extracting equip- 
ment, industrial filters, steelworks, papermaking equipment and 
acrylic fibres and textiles. 


The Board of Trade had again provided an official inquiry stand 
staffed by the Commercial Department of the Embassy in Warsaw 
and by the Birmingham Engineering Centre. A model of the Dounreay 
atomic power station served as a focus of interest next to the official 
stand and opposite the main entrance. The Board had also again, 
in co-operation with a Committee of Exhibitors, assisted in the 
allocation of space and provided the main decor of the Pavilion, with 
uniform shell stands for the individual exhibitors, and had similarly 
provided signs and a profusion of Union Jacks for the outside area. 

The Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, and Mrs. R 3 
had visited Poland and the fair as the official guests of the Polish 
Minister of Foreign Trade and on Friday, June 17 — ‘British Day’ at 
the fair—they attended a reception in the Pavilion given jointly 
by H.M. Ambassador and the British exhibitors to some 500 Polish 
ministers and officials of trading and industrial organizations. 


The conclusion of a new Anglo-Polish trade agreernent on May 20, 
which opened the way for a continued expansion of trade, had given 
added interest to the British participation in the fair and the exhibits 
themselves were generally thought to be even more interesting than 
last year. The only regret that had been expressed on the Polish side 
was that, in view of the fact that the United Kingdom at present 
takes third place among Poland’s trading partners (after the Soviet 
Union and East Germany, but before Czechoslovakia and West 
Germany), our Pavilion was not on a larger scale. As in the past, the 
British participation was strictly commercial in inspiration; it was 
thus not representative of British production as a whole — there were 
no consumer goods — but is was representative of the pattern of present 
and likely British exports to Poland. In the nature of these exports and 
of the trading system in Poland, one did not expect spectacular orders 
to be secured on the spot at the fair. Its value lay in making and 
maintaining contact, not only with the official purchasing organizations 
but, in particular, with the managers and technical men who actually 
used the products and for whom the fair is often the only opportunity 
of seeing them. Judging from the number of inquiries received and 
the renewed willingness of the authorities, in the light of the new 
agreement, to encourage imports from Britain, there was good reason 
to expect that this year’s fair would be for most of the British exhibitors 


a commercial success. 
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Britain Takes Leading Part at Frankfurt Laundry 
Exhibition

THE INTERNATIONAL Laundry, Drycleaning and Dyeing Trades 
Exhibition opened its doors in Frankfurt on June 19 and closed on 
June 26. This event is held every four years, and provides an im- 
pressive and comprehensive survey of the laundry and cleaning 
industries. It is considered to be one of the most important exhibitions 
in this specialized field. This year the number of firms exhibiting 
was far greater than ever before, the exhibits more varied and the 
latest developments in the field of automatization more compre- 
hensively presented. 

During the course of a brief visit to Frankfurt on June 23 Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, Minister of State, Board of ‘Trade, visited the British stand 
and inspected the machinery on display. He declared himself pleased 
and with the effort made by the British firms to increase 
their stake in foreign markets. 

Of the 250 firms represented, no less than 52 were from abroad. 
Of this the United Kingdom provided the major foreign participation 
with a total of 23 firms, followed by Switzerland with nine and the 
United States, France and Italy with five firms. Further contributions 
came from Sweden, Denmark, Holland and Austria. The exhibitors 
were accommodated in three large halls, covering a total area of 
about 35,000 square metres. 


The exhibition was organized by the respective German trade 
associations for the laundry and cleaning industries and was under 
the patronage of the Federal Vice-Chancellor and Minister for 
Economic Affairs, Professor Dr. Erhard, and was opened by the 
Oberbuergermeister of the City of Frankfurt. The exhibition lasted 
for eight days. On the first three days the impressive total of 30,000 
visitors was recorded. A characteristic of the exhibition distinguishing 
it from all such previous European specialized fairs, was the clearly 
marked shift in emphasis from laundering to dry cleaning. 


A feature of the fair which has commanded extreme interest’ 
both on the part of trade visitors and in the columns.of the local and 
trade press, is the official United Kingdom display, organized by 
the Board of Trade in collaboration with the Society of Laundry 
Engineers and Allied Trades.;The stand was attractively designed by 
the Central Office of Information. It displayed an excellent cross- 
section of British machinery, equipment and supplies for.use in 
laundries and cleaneries. The British exhibit comprised 16 open-sided 
stands of identical design, which created a general impression of 
simplicity and utility, combined with effective constructional planning. 
It was launched at a well-attended press reception given on the eve of 
the opening day, when a brief address welcoming the guests was 
given by Dr. E. Dixson, a past president of SLEAT. Mr. J. A. M. 
Majoribanks, H.M. Minister (Economic) from the British Embassy 
at Bonn, was present. 


The provision of hand-outs for the press, in the form of folders 
containing comprehensive material on the firms and their products, 
was most efficiently handled. Apart from the 16 British firms in this 
collective initiative, a further six United Kingdom firms displayed at 
the exhibition. 


The British exhibitors have unanimously declared themselves 
well satisfied, not only with trade results so far recorded, but with the 
of the event to them in shaping their ideas on their prospects 
in this market and its requirements, and in the opportunity presented 
of keeping abreast with international developments in their field. 
Contributing to the latter have been the series of international 
meetings, held in Frankfurt, concurrently with the exhibition itself. 
It is the general view of the British element that the warmest con- 
gratulations are due to the organizers for providing an event with 
excellent facilities, at reasonable expense to exhibitors, and com- 
manding such wide international support. 

Statistics on the British performance to date are more than en- 
couraging. In the first three days, no less than 600 firm inquiries 
were made - half of these were from buyers visiting the 
exhibition from outside Germany -a very significant comment on 
the truly international aspect of the exhibition. All of the firms opened 
their order books, several within the first few minutes.

A brand new automatic numbering, pricing and control machine (on 
display internationally for the first time at Frankfurt) is similarly the focus 
of keen interest. 

D.S. Fordyce and Co. 

Received fourteen orders on the first day for their trouser topper, a 
dry cleaning finishing machine. 

Richardson and Shears, and L. Harwood and Co., Ltd. 

Jointly showing machine clothing, were the first to take an order, and have 
worked at pressure with inquiries since, many of which have resulted in 
orders. 

G. E. Holloway and Sons Engineers Ltd. 

Are doing brisk business with their swift combined upholstery and carpet 
cleaning machine. 

Of the six firms displaying independently, Baker Perkins Exports 
Ltd. found great interest in their flat work ironer and automatic 
folder, with inquiries from countries as widely separated as Iceland 
and Mexico. The machines actually on show were soon sold. Advance 
Linen Services Ltd. received an unexpected large number of inquiries 
and were gratified with the extensive interest shown in their Towel- 
master automatic towel cabinet. Great interest was shown in the 
solvent. recovery machines exhibited by Sutcliffe Speakman & Co. 
Ltd., who made useful contacts with potential customers and sold 
one of their exhibition machines. Isaac Braithwaite & Sons (En- 
gineers) Ltd. likewise reported numerous inquiries and a sale to 
Finland valued at about £12,000. 


Space prohibits the citing of the other British successes at this 
fair, but names of other firms not mentioned above are given at the 
end of this report. 


As general comments, it may be said that the United Kingdom 
performance at the fair was already confirmed by the end of the third 
day; our export prospects in this field are also good. We hold (with 
the United States) a leading position in the development of automation 
and in the modernization of plant and processes, and with growing 
labour shortages here, the German market (as others) is looking with 
increasing urgency to the relief from these problems which many of 
our products offer. Thus plant costing as much as DM.200,000 was 
sold on the first day. In this re-equipment programme the United 
Kingdom should take a large part, since our prices are right, delivery 
dates a and the quality of our products is accepted as 
first class. 


A remark by a prominent German businessman in the trade provides 
the right note on which to conclude this report: “We look to Britain

Turkish Commercial Debts 


‘THE TURKISH authorities have published a Decree setting out the 
conditions under which the Turkish lira counterpart of commercial 
debts may be used for investment and other expenditure in Turkey 
under Article 9 of the Agreement on Commercial Debts Owed by 
Residents of Turkey of May 11, 1959, (Cmnd. 767). 


The new Decree makes provision for the liquidation of outstanding 
amounts by payment of commission to agents in Turkey. The lira 
equivalent of that portion of any debt awaiting transfer under the 
Agreement which is destined for refund to the creditor’s Turkish 
agent by way of commission may be paid immediately, subject to the 
approval of the Ministry of Finance. This concession applies only 
to commission due on debts awaiting transfer under the Agreement 
and not to any commissions due in respect of current business. 


It is understood that blocked Turkish liras may also be used in 
certain approved cases for incidental expenses connected with visits 
to ‘Turkey by representatives of the creditor firms, for advertising the 
creditor firms’ products in Turkey and other business expenses which 
may be approved by the Ministry of Finance. 


Applications for permission to use liras for these purposes in 
Turkey should be addressed to the Ministry of Finance.

Spain and Norway 


A NEW trade agreement between Spain and Norway was signed in 
Madrid on May 17, 1960. 


The agreement is valid for one year from April 1, 1960, and is 
renewable from year to year by tacit agreement, if neither of the 
Parties denounces it three months before the expiry of its period of 
validity. 

The list of quotas for Norwegian exports to Spain amounts to a 
total value of 5-3 million Norwegian crowns (£265,000). The principal 
commodities concerned are paper and ‘miscellaneous machines and 
apparatus’, each of which has been allotted 1,250,000 crowns 
(£62,500). Other important quotas are for whale-meat extract (£25,000), 
fish-hooks (£20,000), welding electrodes (£15,000) and cash registers 
(£15,000). 

The list of quotas for Spanish exports to Norway amounts to a 
total value of 52-4 million crowns (£2,620,000) and includes citrus 
fruit (£1,500,000), bananas (£550,000), tomatoes and onions 
(£200,000), grapes (£125,000), wines and spirits (£100,000) and 
plywood boards (£20,000). 


Finland and Irish Republic 


ACCORDING to a press notice issued by the Irish Department of 
External Affairs the Trade Agreement between Finland and the 
Irish Republic has been renewed up to March 31, 1961 by an Exchange 
of Notes in Stockholm on June 3, 1960.

A PROTOCOL to the 1958-1960 trade agreement between the Federal 
Republic of Germany and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
was signed in Moscow on February 25, 1960. 

The protocol provides for an exchange of goods in 1960 to the value 
of about DM680 million in each direction, compared with DM620 
million envisaged for 1960 in the 1958 three-year agreement. 

The main German import quotas are for mineral oil and oil products, 
iron ore, timber, fodder grains, cotton and quality wheat. Soviet 
import quotas were set up for capital goods, factory installations, 
machinery, rolled steel and chemicals, etc.

THE 27TH National Radio and Television Exhibition will be held 
at Earls Court from August 24 to September 3, 1960, with a preview 
for overseas visitors only on August 23. More than 130 exhibitors 
will occupy 11 acres of exhibition space, and the organizers of the 
exhibition expect visitors from 120 countries. 


There will be radio and television receivers, record players, sound 
reproducing equipment of all kinds, and components and valves on 
display together with several new features of interest.

The General Post Office is devising a stand of both technical and 
public interest, and for the first time since 1947 the London Metro- 


politan Police, a major user of radio and electronic equipment, will 
take part in the exhibition.
